On the Life-Span of Weed Seeds 


Many weed seeds, as farmers 
know too well, can remain alive in 
the soil for years. In the literature 

. there are many accurate records of 
weed sceds that have lain in the 
soil for decades, still dormant but. 
capable of germination. 

Buried Seed T'ests.—In Michigan, 
in 1879, Beal buried in the soil 
several bottles of each of a number 
of different kinds of weed sceds. 
Each bottle containcd a mixture 
of weed seeds and sand. At intervals 
of five years one bottle of each kind 
of seed was dug up and germination 
tests were made with the seeds 
Seeds of Black Mustard were still 
germinable, even after 50 years in 
the soil. After a burial period of 
40 years, seeds of several other weeds 
including Common Planfain, Purs- 
lane, Pigweed, Curled Dock, Chick- 
weed, and Ragweed were still alive 
These results, and those of several 
other reliable buried seed tests, show 
that the seeds of many persistent 
weeds retain their ability to germ- 
inate for long periods in the soil. It 
is impossible, of course, to control 
such weeds merely by plowing the 
seeds under, for the weeds will out- 
live any practical crop rotation. 

Weed @ Control. — Remarkable 
progress has been made in recent 
years in the control of weeds by 
chemical means, Line Elevators 
Farm Service believes that -prairic 
farmers are among those who stand 
to benefit greatly by the proper use 
of 2,4-D and other new weed- 
killing chemicals. Nevertheless, 
chemicals are not going to provide 
the complete answer to all our weed 
problems, The fact that the secds 
of many weeds remain in the soil 
for long periods in a dormant viable 
condition means that our prairie 
soils are always well stocked with 
weed seeds, This fact alone dictates 
that, for many years to come, good 
cultural and other sound farm prac-

The Christmas Turkey 


Whether the bird chosen to grace 
the Christmas table is 1 goose, tur- 
key or chicken, it should be a very 
special one. Since it is to be the 
centre of atttraction when it appears 
on the Christmas dinner table it must 
first be as imposing as possible, then 
vooked to a lucous golden brown. 
The meat should be tender, yet moist 
when cut and the dresesing rich and 


crumbly. The home enonomists of the}: 


Consumer Section, Dominion Depart- 
ment of Agriculture say there are 
several points to keep in mind if the 
results are to be a credit to thre cook, 

Careful preparation is worth while. 
Pin feathers should be carefully re- 
moved and all hairs singed so that 
the skin is smooth and clean, If the 
poultry is fat it is well to wash with 
water in which some baking soda has 
beén dissolved, but it should then be 
rineed and thoroughly dried inside and 
out. Poultry should never be als 
lowed to soak in water as this causes 
loss of flavor. 

The bread for stuffing is best if 
three days old. It will then crumble 
easily, To make even crumbs quickly 
remove the crusts and cut each loaf 
in four pieces, place one piece in a 
towe] and rol] ‘between the hands 
until well crumbled. Then proceed 
with the remaining portions, If 
dresing for poultry is made the day 
before , time is saved at the last min- 
ute, 

The stuffing will vary with the 
type of poultry. ‘The delicate flavor 
of turkey should not be spoiled with 
a strongly seasoned stuffing, The 
more highly seasoned stuffing should 
be used with goose which has a strong 
flavor. Stuff loosely. If cavity is 
packed too tightly there is no room 
for expansion of the dressing, and the 
result is a firm soggy mass, 

The way a in which a bird is stuffed 
and trussed makes a great difference 
in its apeparance when served. Fill 
the neck with sufficient stuffing to 
give the bird a plump appearance. 
Fold the neck skin towards the back 
and fasten by folding the wing tips 
back on the wings, “arms akimbo” 
fashion, Then place bird on back with 
legs towards you. Cross drumsticks, 
having leg over slit, to hold stuffing 
in place. Take a piece of cord about 
a yard anda half long and place 
centre of it under the tail, Bring up 
ends over crossed drumsticks, cross 
cords and repeat fulling tightly. 
Cross cords again and bring up firmly 
between the drumsticks, and the body. 
Turn bird unto breast and bring cord 
around wings to centre back, so that 
it holds the lower wing joints closo 
to the body, Tie cord securely on 
back,-holding wings and neck in place

EXPERIMENTAL FARM NOTES 


2,4-D IN 1947 


During 1947, much more has been 
learned about the possible uses of 
2,4-D for weed control, Even though 
there is still a great deal to learn 
about this chemical weed killer, ‘ts 
use can be recommended for numer- 
ous weeds under various climatic and 
soil conditions, 

It is generally accepted that. the 
ester types of 2,4-D are more active 
as weed killers than the other avail- 
able types. The sodium salts «1¢ 
the least active, with the amine 
being intermediate in their killi1g 
powers,

Of interest to flax wrowers is th 
fact that flax is moderately resist 
ant to 2,4,-D. Therefore some of the 
more susceptible annual - weeds can 
be controlled in this crop. 2,4-D should 
be applied at a slightly lower rute 
than for cereals, when the flax is 
over four inches in height, but before 
blooming begins, 

If 2,4-D is used at too great a rate 
or is applied at the krong stage oi 
growth, injury may result. Some 
slight reduction in yield may be ex- 
perienced, and the maturing of the 
crop may be delayed by a few days, 

Some success has been obtained 
from the use of 24-D against such 
perennial as Canada thistle in grain 
crops, 2,4-D applied at about twice 
the normal rate in cereal crops when 
Canada thistle is near the budding 
stage will generally kill down mosi 
of the thistle growth and prevent seea 
formation, Some damage to the 
cerea] crop is to be expected and may 
exhibit itself in yield reduction and 
delayed maturity.
